police kept the crowd back and the 
way clear for the coining of Mr. 
Taft's party. 


Cheer* for Judge Taft. 


Hon. Charles W. Miller, qf Goshen, 


had been speaking for half an hour 
to entertain the crowd until the ar- 
rival of Judge Taft's train, and he was 
still talking when the crowd near the 
railway tracks burst into cheers at 
the first sight of the presidential 
nominee. 
As the auto bearing Mr. 


Taft swung out of the Pennsylvania 
driveway 
into 
Clinton 
street the 


crowd took up the cheering all along 
the line and Judge Taft smiled his 
pleasure at the kindly welcome to 
Fort Wayne. ' 


From the first Judge Taft devoted 


his attention chiefly to the laboring 
men. On the tariff issue he declared 
that'the republican party stands' for 
the ' principle ot protection, and that 
democracy, stands for transition. 
"I 


submit," said he, "that a change can 
only mean disaster for a period of 
years." Judge Taft devoted the great- 


• er part of his time to a defense of his 


record .on the bench with especial 
reference to injunctions.. Concerning 
the democratic demand for trial by 
jury in injunction cases, Judge Taft 
asserted that it would destroy the 
power of the courts to enforce the 
law. "I do not care how.it affects my 
political future," said he, "I" shall 
continue to protest against this in- 
siduous attack against the pure, hon- 
est, capable and equitable administra- 
tion of justice between all men." 


He Talked Overtime. 


Judge Taft's voice was husky, and 


he was unable to make himself heard 
by those a great distance from the 
stand. His address continued beyond 
the time limit set for Fort Wayne, 
and members of his party on the plat- 
form .several times spoke in low tones, 
warning him that it .was time to be 
moving. Finally it was necessary to 
twitch at his coat to attract his at- 
tention, and he concluded his address 
as rapidly as possible. 


He was frequently greeted by ap- 


plause, and as he descended the steps 
to re-enter the'automobile there was 
a rush to grasp his hand. The crowd 
was forced back with difficulty, and 
standing 
in the 
auto Judge 
Taft 


reached over and shook hands with 
ES many as possible of those who 
crowded about him. His special train 
left six or eight minutes late for Co- 
lumbia City and Warsaw. 


Weather Outlook Was Bad. 


Preparations for the reception of 


Judge Taft in' Fort Wayne this morn- 
ing began under weather promise that 
seemed unpropit.ious for 
there was 


every indication that there would be 
a resumption of the rainfall that came 
Friday eveninj at the end of another 
long "dry spell." 
As the forenoon 


wore on, however, the weather situa- 
tion improved and the sun at intervals 
forced its gleams through 'the clouds 
that overspread the skies. 


The early trains and trolley cars 


brought some outside folk to town, 
but there was no tremendous rush to 
Fort Wayne from contiguous territory.

but few persons. It wus elevated six 
feet above the sidewalk. 


Shops and Factories Close. 


Coming as it did during the noon 


hour, hundreds of employes of the 
shops and factories in the city were 
enabled to hear the republican nomi- 
nee without difficulty, and a number 
of the manufacturing institutions in 
remote portions of the city closed at 
11 o'clock to permit their employes to 
attend 
the meeting. Among these 


were the Bowser works and the Men- 
efee foundry. Other concerns which 
did not run during the morning were 
the Wabash shops, the Indiana Road 
Machine company and the Western 
Gas Construction company. 


'While preparations for the meeting 


were In progress here the local com- 
mittee, including District Chairman 
Henry and Acting County Chairman 
Hogan, left for Decatur to accompany 
the nominee's special to Fort Wayne. 
At the postofflce here were a number 
of letters addressed to Judge Taft, 
arid more than a thousand pounds of 
campaign literature was in the Adams 
express office in Fort Wayne awaiting j 
delivery to the candidate's special. 


Miller Starts Oratory. 


Charles W. Miller, of Goshen, aspi- 


rant for the republican nomination for' 
governor last spring and now repub- 
lican- candidate for congress in the 
Thirteenth district, started the ora- 
tory of the day. Mr. Miller arrived 
in the city at 9 o'clock on an interur- 
ban car from Kendallville,'and at re- 
publican headquarters he held a re- 
ception, speaking briefly to the repub- 
licans 
assembled there 
at 10:30 


o'clock. 
W. E.'Doud was chairman 


of the meeting, and he introduced Mr. 
Miller as "the next congressman from 
the Thirteenth district." 


The Goshen man made a happy lit-

Dupll 
eating machines, mineograplis, etc. 
may enter freely. 
Typewriters, in 


eluding machines which 'write

Arabic or Turkish characters, are no 
longer forbidden. 
There ought to be 


a. demand soon for these machines 
Formerly the importation of safes re- 
quired a certificate legalized by the 
Turkish consul in the country of or- 
igin, showing that the safe contained 
no explosives. Now no such certificate 
is required. Electrical goods were for 
a long time absolutely excluded, and 
in recent years entered with difficulty 
and under restrictions. Now they may 
be imported without restriction. Tur- 
key becomes a new field of enterprise, 
which 'American 
manufacturers 
of 


electrical machines and appliances 
should look into. In this consular dis- 
trict, in view of -the fact that the peo- 
ple In generaJ are too poor to pay for 
luxuries and capital is too scarce to 
build costly plants, there will bo lit- 
tle 'demand for such things as public, 
electric lighting plants or trolley cars, 
but a few private lighting plants, pri- 
vate telephones, automobiles and mo 
tors with electric 
ignition, medical 


batteries, electrical toys, etc., may be 
demanded.

NEW BRAKE SHOE. 


Pennsylvania Men Bring Out Import- 


ant Invention. 


George A. Bowman and Cyrus L. 


Harboyer, of the Pennsylvania round

invented

ceived a patent for a brake-head which 
is a very useful piece of apparatus and 
one which Is creating a great deal of 
interest among their shopmates. The 
head Is made to fit any form of brake 
beam now in use and Is made In such 
a manner that the prongs to which 
the brake shoe Is attached may be 
taken out of the he-.'.d without disturb- 
ing the head or beam. There are two 
prongs which are hold in the head by 
a pin and If one prong is worn out it 
may be removed without taking out 
the other prong. 
Such a construction 


means a great saving of tim'e"and ex- 
pense to the railroad companies, for 
all railroad men kudw how difficult it 
is to take the head oft of the beam as 
It is now made. A great future is in 
store for this invention and there is 
no doubt but that when the invention 
is I.rled out it will supplant many, if 
not all, of the brake heads now 
use.

Hebrews 9:12-13-14: "Neither by the blood of goats 


and calves, but by His own blood he entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained eternal redemption for us." 


"For if the blood of bulls, and of goats, and the ashes 


of an heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purify- 
ing of the flesh:" 


"How much more shall the blood of Christ, who 


through the eternal spirit offered himself without spot to 
God, purge your conscience from dead works to serve the 
living God?" 


Now, that is a lesson, instead of a text, and I shall 


make the sermon topical rather than textual. The subject 
is the blood of the atoning sacrifice of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the central doctrine of the Christian religion, that 
doctrine around which all others cluster. I think more bat- 
tlest logical and illogical, nonsensical, theological and idiotic 
have been fought over the Atonement than all other doc- 
trines in the Christian religion. When some man reads the 
Bible and gets a little inkling of the truth, he runs out and 
builds a church, by and through which to propagate his 
ideas. He has a perfect right to do that, but he doesn't 
•top there. He makes war upon all other denominations 
that do not see as he sees and interprets, and he takes 
refuge under the XIII. Amendment of the Constiution, and 
«o the warfare has gone on, and I'll tell you what I can do. 
On the fingers of my two hands I can count all the denomin- 
jtions that are working for the salvation of souls. Many 
of them simply exist to fight, and rip, and tear others down 
and build themselves up on the wreckage of others, and for 
such I have no use. I don't care what they label them- 
selves. 


. As I think it over this fancy sketch comes to view. A 


man goes to Europe and advertises a stereopticon lecture 
on the Atlantic Coast scenery. He flashes on the screen a 
great line of beetling bluff of sheer descent, rock promon- 
tories, with great groves of tamarack, and birch, and spruce, 
and he dilates upon its beauty and apologizes for its rugged- 
ness ; and a man in the audience arises and denounces him as 
a fraud, a cheat, a fake, by saying: "I was born in America 
and have never looked upon such scenes as that man palms 
off on you, and if you will come tomorrow night, and it 
won't cost you a cent, I'll show you the scenery as I saw it."

of the heifer, lamb or bullock, and laid the carcass on the 
altar, until Jesus Christ hung on the cross and said, "It is

..finished," they were simply pictures God had given, all of

which found confirmation in the gift of Jesus Christ, His

only' begotten Son.

The Atonement is the state or the plan perfected, 


' 
whereby sinful man may be made one again with God, and 
. when the death penalty was passed upon the human race 
God said, "In the day thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die." 
I have often thought that possibly Adam and Eve 


•didn't regard it as literal death, as we term it, for they had 
never seen anybody die. Adam and Eve had never seen any 
one from whom the breath had gone, they had never seen 


- . 
any one in whose veins and arteries the blood had chilled 


. and coagulated, and I have often thought they didn't under- 
stand it as we understand it today. But no matter whether 
they did, or whether they understood it as simply a separ- 
ation from God. They saw themselves naked and they 
walked out into the field and from the leaves of the trees 
they made garments to cover their nakedness, and from that 
day to this, whenever sinners have seen themselves open to 
the wrath of a just and righteous God, they have sought to 


• :lothe themselves with morality, and science, and philoso- 
phy, like so many demonstrable propositions, but God 


• looked through their garments of fig leaves, and God looks 
through your culture, your education, your morality, your 
science, and God sees your heart black with sin—sees you 
rejecting Jesus Christ. God walked in the fie'ds, slew the 
beasts, and froin their bodies He took their skins and 
wrapped them around the naked forms of Adam and Eve, 
and from that day to this, whenever a sinner has been 
screened and protected from the eye of a just and righteous 
God, it has been by and through repentance and faith in the 
blood. 


"But." said an old skeptic to me out in Iowa. "I don't 


believe in the Atonement: I don't believe in substitution, in 
the innocent suffering for the guilty." 


"Why?" 


: 
"Well, because it aids abortion, to my ideas and rea- 


son." 
I said "To perdition with you and your ideas! What 


do they amount to when they arc contrary to the Word of 
God? Do you think God's Word has to go clown and your 
reason and your judgment stand? Which is right, God's 
Word or your opinion ? Your opinion doesn't amount to a 


; 
snap of the finger when it is contrary to the Word of God." 


" 
Many a man goes to jail because of his opinion. The law 
says, "Thou shalt not do so and so." and lie lives and acts 
-directly opposite to the law and follows his own opinions, 
and he has to take the penalty for it. So it is with a sinner. 
Let me say this: 
I have read about everything any man 


would read who values his time, anoM have yet to fin-i the 
first argument that has ever been advanced by infidels 
qpuritt'tbe doctrine of the Atonement} that will stand the 


test of common sense for five minutes, and as they have pro- 
ceeded to rip up I have said, "What have you to offer that 
is better? Walk up and show me anything that has done 
more for the world than Christianity. If you think I am 
going to be a fool and turn my back on Christianity after it 
has done so much for me and the world, and accept your 
nonsensical. Hell-born doctrine, you are badly mistaken. 
What has your unbelief ever done for the world ? Show me 
a drunkard ever made sober, a libertine ever made pure, a 
gambler ever charmed from his cards! Show me any one 
it has ever helped in this old world! I'll never turn my 
back on God and His plan for that." 


I want to say this, that I find it has been and is the 


rule in life that the innocent sufferer not only for the guilty, 
but more than the guilty. 
Listen! 
Look at that old 


mother! She waits, and waits, and prays, and moans, and 
longs for the coming of the footsteps of that boy whom she 
brought into the world in pain and in suffering, and when 
at last he staggers, and reels, and mutters, and vomits into 
her presence, reels to his bed and drops thereon and is soon 
snoring in his drunken stupor, wallowing in his own excre- 
ment, and that old mother lies awake and weeps and bathes 
her pillow with tears of anguish, who suffers the most, that 
bloated loafer of a bum, sleeping off his drunk, of that 


• broken-hearted mother? You only have to be unfortunate 


enough to be the mother of a drunken son like that to know 
who suffers the most, the innocent or the guilty. I say it 
is the only plan on earth that you and I see exemplified every 
day. 


Look at the young wife, waiting for the coming of the. 


footsteps of him who a few months ago promised, amid the 


perfume of the orange blossoms, to be true to her as long 
as sky and waves were blue. She sits and longs, with her 
face framed in the window pane, and when at last, in the 
early hours-of the morning, he walks into her presence, 
stamped with the foul stench of his unfaithfulness and sin, 
who suffers the most? .Look at her blood-shot eyes, her 
cheeks sunken, her lips ashen! Who suffers the most, that 
Godless, good-for-nothing, infamous, iniquitous, low-down, 
God-forsaken, black-legged degenerate of a scoundrel or 
that pure, innocent, broken-hearted wife who has kept her 
womanhood and virtue for the man she promised to love, 
honor, cherish and obey, and whose name is woven in the 
fibres of her heart? You only have to be unfortunate 
enough to be tied up to a godless scoundrel like that to 
know who suffers the most, the innocent or the guilty. 


I say, don't come to me and tell me that the plan of re- 


demption doesn't appeal to you because you don't believe in 
the innocent suffering for the guilty. They suffer for them 
ever}' day and they suffer more. 


This incident occurred in Chicago in the police court. 


A man was arrested, charged -with vagrancy. 
A letter 


which he had received from his wife was admitted as evi- 
dence, and it read: "Dear Husband—The money which 
you left when you went away to find work has been spent 
for medicine and house rent, and I am compelled to take 
the children and go out and wash to earn money to buy 
food. Tom can't go to school, Lucy is ill and baby is sick, 
and people don't like to have a woman around with a baby, 
especially a sick baby, and I can't get very much to do, and 
if anybody gives me work to do, it is only through kindness 
and pity. I hope you will not have far to go or long to 
look before you can get work to get money enough to have 
us all together again." 


The Judge said, "I have no alternative in this matter. 


I must send him to the Bridewell, but this is only to prove 
to you that no man lives unto himself alone. He touches 
the lives of others. Others are made happy or miserable by, 
the way he lives." Policemen wept like babies. The Judge 
wiped the tears from his eyes. Who suffered the most, that 
godlcs?, drunken loafer sleeping off his drunk and paying 
the penalty for it in the Bridewell, or that poor, broken- 
hearted, frail woman, leaning over a wash tub, with nothing 
but her frail body and arms between that little brood and 
starvation? You only need to be unfortunate enough to be 
the wife of a man like that to know who suffers the most, 
the innocent or the guilty. 


I have your sympathy then, my friends, ant] T tell you, 


that from the fall of man down until now. I see no surcease 
from sorrow, until the coming of Jesus Christ. It has been 
and is the rule that the innocent suffer with and for the 
guilty, even more than the guilty, so don't you have the 
audacity to sit there and charge the plan of redemption, 
which came out of God's heart of love and God's superior 
judgment awl knowledge, don't sit there and sneer. God 
pity yon! Don't sneer at the plan <M redemption unless you 
arc a fool, an imbecile, an idiot and a jack?.??, all four, and 
gross flattery st that.

It is the only plan of all plans that you find exemplified 


today and every day. 
THE BLOOD STANDS FOR ! 


SEVERAL THINGS. 
First: It stands for pourcd-out 


life. The life is in the blood. A great deal of our so-called 
hymnology is misleading. I never liked the clarifying pro- 
cess of the blood. I think the blood flowing from the wound 
of Jesus would have stained your linen or your dress as 
much as the Wood flowing from the wound of any old 
skeptic or libertine would have stained your linen or your 
dress, and wheat it is charged upon us that our Bible'is a, 
bloody Bible, our Gospel a bloody Gospel, and our religion 
a bloody religion, I want to say to you preachers and you 
people.'I never have, and by the help of God I never will, 
apologize for the charge. It IS a bloody Gospel. It IS a 
bloody religion. It IS a bloody Bible, and I say to you, 
take the blood of Jesus Christ out of the plan of redemption 
and that Book isn't worth the paper it's printed on. You, 
take the blood of the atoning sacrifice of Jesus Christ out of, 
the Gospel and it would be of no more use than your body 
would be worth with the blood out of it. What would you 
be? A dead, lifeless lump, waiting for the undertaker's 
wagon to haul you to the graveyard. 
And you take the 


blood of Jesus Christ out of the Bible and it becomes a 
laborious dissertation and a meaningless jumble and jargon 
of words. 


Like an old infidel said: 
"I don't believe in your 


slaughter-house religion!" You listen to me! If you are 
ever kept out of Hell it will be by and through repentance 
and faith in this slaughter-house religion, as somebody 
sneeringly terms it. And there is no other way. As long 
as the blood is on the irfercy seat, the vilest'sinner may 
come, and the blood stand's for poured-out life. It stands 
for redemption. You are not redeemed with corruptible 
things, such as silver and gold, but by the precious blood of 
Jesus Christ. Redemption is more than salvation. 
The 


vilest sirtner has been redeemed. When Jesus died on the 
cross he made it possible for the vilest sinner to be saved. 
Jesus paid the price for the salvation of the vilest sinner. 
Jesus paid the price for the salvation of everybody, but 
everybody won't be saved. Everybody won't be saved be- 
cause everybody won't repent, and if they won't repent they 
will be damned in Hell, "For the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it." 
God has provided redemption and God says, 


"Whosoever will may come," and whosoever won't come 
will be damned, that's all there is to it. I despise a man 
that will stand in the pulpit and mislead people and preach 
damnable lies and false doctrines. I despise a blind leader 
of the blind. They will both go in the pit. There is no 
other way for a man to be saved but by redemption. 
It 


means "To buy back." Man sold himself. Didn't Jesus pay 
the price to buy him back? 


I was walking down Madison street in Chicago one 


day and saw a company of boys, and one of them held in 
his hands a fledgling of a sparrow. 
I said to him, "Let 


it go!" 


He said: "Go.'long wid you, you guy." 


"I said: "What will 'you take for it, a penny?" 


"Nit."- • 
"I'll give you a nickel." 
He said, "Boss," I'm from Missouri; show me de 


dough first." 


I dug up a nickel and I said, "Here's the nickel," and 


he said, "Give it to de guy here." I gave it to a boy and he 
gave me the bird. I opened my hands and it sat there, shot 
one little wing out, then the other, then it squatted low. 
then it rose and circled, mounting higher with every circle, 
and it at last lodged upon the window of a grocery, store 
and sat there panting, and about twenty sparrows flew out 
from the cornices of the window .and in bird language they 
seemed to be trying to say to me, "Thank you, mister, 
thank you." 


One of the boys said, "Say, you guy, what did you buy 


..de bird for? You might as well trowed your nickel in de 


gutter." -I said, "The devil has us the'same as you had that 
poor little bird. We couldn't get away any more than that 
little sparrow could get away from you. I came along and 
bought that sparrow from you, paid a nickel for it, then it 
was mine and I had a right to do with it whatever I pleased. 
We all sold out to the devil. Jesus came into the world and 
shed His blood and bought us back, and now we belong to 
Jesus and we ought to give our lives to Jesus." 


Alas, Jesus bought you, :but you haven't given Him 


his money's worth. If you had something belonging to me 
and I would prove my ownership and you refused to give 
it to me,_I could go to the Court House and the laws of the 
land would make you give it to me, whether you wanted to 
or not. I can prove to you that Jesus Christ, on the cross, 
paid the price for your soul and you are giving it to the 
devil. Yqu are selling out to the- devil for booze, to com- 
mit adultery, to cuss and damn Jesus Christ, to break the 
Sabbath Day, to sneer and mock and rail at Jesus Christ. 
He bought you back; be a man, be a woman and give to 
Jesus Christ what belongs to Him by right of purchase'. 
It's His. 
Why are you withholding it from Him? You 


ought to hang your heads in shame, and if you had a streak 
of shame in you you would. Some of you men have held 
from Jesus Christ what rightfully belongs to Him until you 
walk into this tabernacle gray-haired. For fifty years you 
have refused to give to Jesus what He purchased with His 
own blood. God pity you! 


It stands for another thing. It stands for God's hatred 


of sin. There are some things you can't dent; some things 
you cannot even form an argument against. A sinful man 
can form an argument against the validity of the Scripture, 
and if you are not grounded in the faith, doubt may seem 
more reasonable than belief. 


I am going "to say something that may astonish and 


alarm some of you. If I hadn't been for four years under 
the care and instruction of three men, and if I hadn't gone 
through the Word of God from Genesis to Revelation, 
scanned the plan of redemption and got a clear and com- 
prehensive view of it before my eyes fell upon and my 
hands closed over Bob Ingersoll's lectures, I would be 
preaching infidelity tonight with as much vehemence and 
earnestness as I now champion the cause of Christ. But 
thanks be unto God. before my hands closed over them or 
my eyes fell upon his lectures, which he rehearsed for mer- 
cenary motives, for four years I had gone through the 
plan of redemption: I had studied the Bihie from Genesis 
to Revelation, and I have read even-thing that Bob Ingcr- 
soll ever spouted from one end of the land to the other, and 
I have read it carefully. If Bob Ingersoll isn't in Hell, God 
is a liar and that Book isn't worth the paper it is printed 
on. Bob Ingersoll swelled up and said he would show the 
world now how an infidel could die and he was going to 


leave on record a death-bed testimony that would astonish 
tne C'-. i^uan world, but God knocked the old sinner down 
so quickly he didn't even have time to speak to his wife. 
The infidel's creed is—"I don't know." 
Bob knows now; 


he has been dead n- good many years. I have taken his lec- 
tures and have opened them and have laid them by the side 
of the Bible, and whenever he would make a statement I 
would say, "Hold on there."

and Washington streets, talking with a man about sin, 
when up from the west dashed a patrol and they dragged 
out the bodies of three men. . They were drunk, clothed in

rags, blear-eyed, bloated face, and I said to my friend,

"What, too much whisky?" 
"No, 
sir." 


"What, environment I" 
"'No, 
sir." 
"What?" 
SIN! 


SIN! 
And as we talked and discussed the matter, up from 


State street dashed another patrol and they dragged out 
four women, their hair disheveled, their eyes blood shot, 
their faces bloated, and the vilest profanity I ever listened 
to was rolling from their lips and belched from their black 
and sinful hearts, and I said, "There it is." 
"What, 


misplaced confidence?" "No, SIN." 


You can't argue against sin, it's in the world. You 


can argue against decency, against the Bible, against 
Heaven, against Hell, but you can't argue against sin. I 
defy you. You can't even form an argument against it. 
Men and women are slaves to it and the only power to set 
you free is faith in Jesus Christ.

One morning when 1 was hurrying to work in Chica- \\. 


go, going east on Jackson boulevard, as I approached a | 
bridge over the Chicago river, I saw a company of men 
and women and some policemen at the eastern approach. I 
hurried over, leaned over the railing and looked clown into 
the water and there I saw the body of a man;, Some police- 
men were in a boat and with a grappling hook they hooked 
the body and brought it up on the bank. I went around and 
looked. His pockets were turned inside out. I looked and 
the watch chain dangled, but the watch was gone. 
There 


was a great hole in his shirt front where they had ripped 
out the diamond stud. There was a great flesh wound 
where they had struck him with a club. There were two 
bullet holes in his temple where they had shot him as they 
held him up. As I looked at him I didn't say "inequality 
between the rich and the poor;" I didn't say "municipal 
ownership;" I didn't say "protective tariff, stand-patisrn 
or free trade;" I didn't say "Government ownership;" I 
didn't say "Republicanism or Democracy;" I didn't say 
"trust monopolies;" I didn't say "labor unions and their 
controversy with Capital." 
Back of racial question, back 


of political question, back of municipal considerations, back 
of all labor and' capital, back of all that I looked and I 
saw one word, SIN! 
SIN! 
SIN fired the pistol; SIN 


,-stole his money; SIN ripped the diamond out; SIN threw 


him into the river. You can't argue against sin. Hell does 
that, and the only power to set you free is Jesus Christ, 
who paid the price on the cross, for your sins and mine. 
You can't argue against sin. It is in the world. 


Whenever I am in Chicago and have the time, I go to 


the old'Pacific Garden Mission (where I was converted 
twenty odd years ago) to preach. 
I preached one night, 


and I was so-tired. A score or more of human derelicts 
drifted in from the abandoned seas of passion, came and 
fell on their knees and gave their hearts to Jesus. 
About 


10 o'clock I went out, tired and every stitch of my clothing 
wet, even my stockings. I said to my wife, "Wife, let's 
walk home, will you? We can walk home in three-quarters 
of an hour and it will rest me." 
So we started west on 


Van Buren to Clark, turned north on Clark . to Jackson 
boulevard and started west on Jackson boulevard, and^just 
as we reached LaSalle street, the clock in the board of trade
